Metra hikes start Monday 

Metra riders who buy one-way tickets or use 
weekend passes will pay a little more starting 
Monday. So will passengers who don’t get a ticket 
at the station and end up buying a ticket from the 
conductor. 

Most Metra users won’t see a difference in what 
they pay. About 79 percent of riders use 10-ride 
tickets and monthly passes, officials said, and 
those prices will not increase. 

One-way tickets will cost an average of 
6 percent more, depending on distance. The per- 
ticket increase will range from 10 cents to 
45 cents for the farthest zone. 

The cost of weekend passes will rise from $5 to 
$7. This is the first time Metra has increased that 
fare since 1991.

The Obama administration on Monday 
will propose in its new budget spending bil- 
lions of dollars to encourage private compa- 
nies to build, launch and operate spacecraft 
for NASA and others. Uncle Sam would buy 
its astronauts a ride into space just like hop- 
ping in a taxi. 

The idea is that getting astronauts into 
orbit, which NASA has been doing for 
49 years, is getting to be so old hat that some- 
one other than the government can do it. It’s 
no longer really the Right Stuff Going pri- 


vate would free the space agency to do other 
things, such as explore beyond Earth’s orbit, 
do more research and study the Earth with 
better satellites. And it would spur a new 
generation of private companies — even some 
with Internet roots— to innovate. 

But there’s some concern about that— 
from former NASA officials worried about 
safety and from congressional leaders wor- 
ried about lost jobs. Some believe space is 
still a tough, dangerous enterprise not to 
be left to private companies out for a buck. 
Government would lose vital knowledge and 
control, critics fear. 


Proponents of private space, an idea that 
has been kicking around for nearly 20 years, 
point to the airline industry in its infancy 
Initially the Army flew most planes. But pri- 
vate companies eventually started building 
and operating aircraft, especially when they 
got a guaranteed customer in the U.S. govern- 
ment to deliver air mail. 

That’s what NASA would be: a guaran- 
teed customer to ferry astronauts to the 
International Space Station through 2020. It 
would be similar to the few years that NASA 
paid Russia to fly astronauts on its Soyuz after 
the Columbia accident in 2003.

Ancient Iranian tradition sees new iight 



B CHAM, Iran Thousands of Iranians gathered at 
dusk to light giant bonfires in an ancient mid- 
winter festival dating to Iran’s pre-Islamic past that 
is drawing new interest from Muslims. 

Saturday’s celebration was the first in which 
the dwindling remnants of Iran’s once plentiful 
Zoroastrian religious minority were joined by thou- 
sands of Muslims, reflecting a growing interest in 
the strict Islamic society for the country’s ancient 
traditions. 

The festival, known as Sadeh, celebrates the dis- 
covery of fire and its ability to banish the cold and 
dark, and is held in the frigid depths of winter. 

Sadeh was the national festival of ancient Persia 
when Zoroastrianism was the dominant religion, 
before the conquest of Islam in the seventh century 
Now it is mostly celebrated just in the homes and 
temples of Iran’s 60,000 remaining Zoroastrians.

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Canada 

Our neighbors to the north raise 
their game as Oiympics approach

ASPEN, Colo. Already so good in the aerials and moguls, the Canadians 
found another freestyle event to dominate. 

All part of the country’s attempt to win the medal count at the 
Vancouver Games, starting in less than two weeks. 

Led by Chris Del Bosco, the Canadians swept the medals in men’s 
Skier X (“skicross” in the Olympics) at the Winter X Games on Sunday 
Dave Duncan took second and Brady Leman captured third. 

On the women’s side, Canada’s Ashleigh Me Ivor finished runner-up 
to France’s Ophelie David, who won her fourth straight title. Me Ivor’s 
teammate, Kelsey Serwa, wound up third. 

All of this bodes well for Canada’s quest, which begins on the first 
full day of competition, Feb. 13, when Jenn Heil takes to the freestyle 
moguls course. 

“That was our mandate when we put the team together— to win med- 
als in Vancouver,” Del Bosco said. “It’s going to be really fun to watch.” 

The racing Sunday was marred by the crash of U.S. Olympic freestyle 
skier Daron Rahlves, who was transported to the hospital after a nasty 
wreck in qualifying. 

Rahlves lost his balance while going over a series of small bumps mid- 
way down the mountain and went flying off the course. Although he 
dislocated his right hip, Rahlves was released from the hospital Sunday 
night— all in a typical day’s work in the dangerous sport of skicross. 

HALL PASS: The skiing superpipe show went on without Tanner Hall in 
the field. 

The event was won by Kevin Rolland of France, followed by New 
Zealand’s Jossi Wells. 

Hall, a podium regular in this discipline, had to sit on the sideline after 
an accident last May He was preparing for a film shoot in Stevens Pass, 
Wash., when he hit a practice jump and soared well beyond the landing 
area. He fell to the icy slopes below from nearly 50 feet up, shattering his 
knees so badly that he needed extensive surgery 
“Worst pain ever,” the 26 -year-old said. 

JENNY JONES SHOW: Even with a sore knee, Britain’s Jenny Jones was able 
to pull off a fantastic final run to move ahead of Jamie Anderson and suc- 
cessfully defend her title in the women’s snowboard slopestyle event. 
“I’m stoked for Jenny She rode really well,” Anderson said. 

Anderson was just happy to be back on the slopes at Winter X. She 
fractured her pelvis a week before the event last year and had to watch 
from the sideline.

As Beyonce makes history, Taylor Swift 
takes year’s most prestigious prize

Call her the singles lady 

Beyonce made history at the Grammys on 
Sunday as she collected six trophies, including 
song of the year for her anthem “Single Ladies 
(Put A Ring On It),” making her the most deco- 
rated woman in one night in the 52-year history 
of the awards show 

Taylor Swift’s “Fearless” was named album 
of the year. Swift also won three other awards 
Sunday night, including best country album. 

Beyonce, who was nominated for 10 awards, 
won her sixth trophy with best female pop vocal 
for her soaring ballad “Halo.” But did she know 
about her record-setting feat? Her acceptance 
speech was decidedly low key 

“Thank you so much. This has been such an 
amazing night for me and I’d love to thank the 
Grammys,” Beyonce said in her brief remarks. 
“I’d like to thank all of the fans for their support 
over the years.” 

The Kings of Leon, whose “Use Somebody” 
trumped her “Halo” to win record of the year, 
were a bit more entertaining when they picked 
up their trophy the quartet’s third of the night. 

“I’m not going to lie, we’re all a little drunk. 
But we’re happy drunks,” said lead singer Caleb 
Followill. 

Beyonce, who in 2004 won five Grammys on 
the strength of her debut album “Dangerously 
in Love,” a mark tied by the likes of Alicia Keys, 
Norah Jones, Lauryn Hill, Amy Winehouse and 
Alison Krauss, reached that milestone again 
Sunday en route to the new record. She is the 
first to reach that mark twice. 


She won the songwriting trophy along 
with three writers for her omnipresent 
anthem “Single Ladies (Put a Ring On It).” 
The superstar also won best R&B contempo- 
rary album for “I Am ... Sasha Fierce” among 
her other awards. 

As for winners with Chicago ties, Kanye 
West earned a trophy for “Run This Town” 
with Jay-Z and Rihanna. Chicago jazz vocalist 
Kurt Filing won his first Grammy this year for 
“Dedicated to You: Kurt Filing Sings the Music 
of Coltrane and Hartman.” 

Lady Gaga, who won two Grammys during 
the pre-telecast ceremony, kicked off the night 
with a sequined green leotard with massive 
shoulders as she sang her Grammy- 
nominated hit “Poker Face” amid 
an elaborate stage that included 
dramatic choreography and pyro- 
technics. 

Swift, who was second to 
Beyonce in Grammy nominations 
with eight nods, won four awards 
all together, including country 
album. Though the 20 -year- 
old has won just about every 
award imaginable over the 
past year for her best-sell- 
ing CD “Fearless,” she 
was wide-eyed when she 
accepted her trophy 
for country album— 
and giddy when she 
took the top album 
honors.

The premiere ends with an all-out 
drag war as two contestants lip-synch for their 
lives, as RuPaul's now classic catchphrase goes, 
“They are ruthless this time around and it's 
fun,” RuPaul told me during a recent phone 
chat from his production studio in L, A, “This 


season isn't mean-spirited. It's just that the 
kids are far more ambitious and so that some- 
times translates in some feathers flying,” 
RuPaul incorporates many of the life lessons 
he's learned into the challenges we will see on 
“Drag Race,” he said, 

“Look, even for someone who is just an 


actor going out and trying to make things hap- 
pen for themselves— a straight actor, whatev- 
er— it's a hard-as-hell business,” he said, “Now 
try doing that in drag,” 

RuPaul says he's lasted so long partly 
because he follows the best bit of advice he 
was ever given— by his loth-grade drama 
teacher: “He said, ‘RuPaul, don't take life so 
seriously,' ” 

“I didn't get it then, but by God, I got it 
now and I understand it now, ,„ Do not take 
life so seriously” 

It was an attitude that helped RuPaul deal 
with early rejection of “Drag Race,” Gay- 
friendly Bravo declined to buy the show when 
RuPaul and reality production company 
Wbrld of Wonder pitched it two years ago. 
They went to Logo, who snapped it up and 
saw it become a sleeper hit last year, 

RuPaul says there is a simple reason for the 
show's success— something that mirrors his 
good-natured attitude about life, 

“There isn't nothing else like it,” he said, 
“and there is a take-away for everybody 
because the attitude and the spirit of drag 
really is that life is short, use all the colors in 
the Crayon box, kiddo,”
